Math’s Meth and a Nitwit Nephew 

Stories of drug-smuggling and scams from the chambers of the Ronald Reagan Federal Courthouse

U .S. Customs and Border Pro¬ 
tection (CBP) officers at Los 
Angeles International Airport 
know there are basic signs that 
can help expose an international narcot¬ 
ics operation: A traveler with no known 
employment or criminal record who 
makes frequent trips abroad using tickets 
purchased within a few days or hours of 
a flight and schedules a relatively quick 

return. Suspicion is 
heightened when 
the prospective pas¬ 
senger can’t provide 
consistent answers 
to such simple ques¬ 
tions as “What is 
the purpose of your 
trip?” or “Where are 
you staying?” 

Such was the case 
for outbound LAX 
passenger Fatymas 
Math on the morning of March 9,2013. 
Math didn’t make her 11-hour, Korean Air¬ 
lines flight to Tokyo from Gate 121 inside 
the Tom Bradley International Terminal. 
The unemployed, Southern California card 
dealer who’d once worked at the Hustler 
Casino and Crystal Park Casino had trig¬ 
gered the aforementioned warning signs. 

Questioned by CBP officers, Math— 
secretly a courier for an Asian organized- 
crime ring with Southern California 
ties—got rattled. The El Monte resident, 
who was carrying just $536, said she was 
flying to Japan to vacation for four days 
and would meet an old friend there, but she 
couldn’t remember the person’s name. She 
also said she planned to stay at the Ginza 
International Hotel, but she couldn’t pro¬ 
duce a reservation. 

These clues prompted federal agents 
to grab Math’s checked-in luggage after it 
had been loaded onto the aircraft. Inside, 
amidst women’s clothes, they found sev¬ 
eral boxes of Fiber One bars as well as 
oatmeal bars. Drug testing on 48 of the 
tampered, commercially wrapped prod¬ 
ucts proved positive for 1,977 grams of 
crystal methamphetamine. 

Law-enforcement officials in Japan 
have witnessed an increase in the use of 
meth over recent years. In May 2014, the 
Japan Times reported the problem was 
“soaring.” A portion of the narcotic arrives 
from foreign sources for underworld, 
yakuza distribution. Unlike on this conti¬ 
nent, meth can cost double the LA street 
price in Asia, according to the U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Agency. The value of Math’s 
seized stash could have been $1.4 million 
on the streets of Tokyo. 


Though Math continued to give 
dishonest answers even after the drugs 
were found, she eventually cooperated 
during interrogations, according to 
a Department of Homeland Security 
(DHS) report. An acquaintance had 
made her reservation, bought her plane 
tickets from an Alhambra travel agent, 
packed her luggage, bought her and 
her boyfriend breakfast in Rosemead, 
and drove her to LAX with instruc¬ 
tions to find a woman holding a sign 
once she landed at the airport in Tokyo, 
she explained. Her reward? Hundred- 
dollar bills totaling $4,000, a $300 
increase from an earlier, 2013 meth 
mission to Japan. 

This week, inside Orange County’s 
Ronald Reagan Federal Courthouse, 
Assistant United States Attorney Sand- 
hya Ramadas acknowledged Math’s post¬ 
arrest cooperation that enlightened DHS 
agents about details of the trafficking route 
and participants. But Ramadas argued the 
defendant deserved a punishment of 63 
months in prison. What Math, who was 
born in 1974, wanted isn’t exactly known. 
U.S. District Court Judge Cormac J. Car¬ 
ney allowed the drug courier to plead her 
case for a lower punishment in secrecy. 

She must have been convincing. Carney— 
a 2003, lifetime appointee of President 
George W. Bush and a former UCLA foot¬ 
ball star—decided the appropriate term is 
48 months of incarceration followed by 
supervised probation for three years. 

HE'S NOT A MONSTER? 

Not too long ago, Orange County mortgage 
broker Michael Schwartz lived in an ocean- 
view, 9,000-square-foot, eight-bedroom, 
Spanish Colonial-style, San Juan Capist¬ 
rano home with an elevator, infinity pool, 
wine cellar, spas, supplemental outdoor 
kitchen, movie theater, live-in housekeeper, 
palm-tree-adorned lawns, nine-car garage 
and a two-bedroom guest house. 

“Here, you can lie in bed and watch the 
waves for $6 million,” boasted Lee Ann 
Canaday, real-estate agent for the ultra¬ 
rich. “The master retreat is the crown 
jewel, a tranquil haven with a marble 
fireplace and a balcony showcasing the 
hillside and ocean views.” 

In case you missed the point, Canaday 
added that the Peppertree-Bend estate is “a 
fantasy of California living.” 

Soon, however, Schwartz is scheduled 
to be living in larger, yet less comfy digs: 
federal prison. 

It turns out that the fast-talking business¬ 
man was stealing money—often retirement 
funds and life savings—from ordinary 


people in mortgage fraud and investor 
schemes, according to the FBI. How brazen 
was Schwartz? His victims include his own 
uncle. That’s how he afforded the $11,000 
monthly rent for the Casa Del Mar estate. 
For at least five years beginning in 2008, 
Schwartz snorted methamphetamine, 
illegally enriched himself with at least $1.8 
million in unearned income and played big 
shot on the local scene. 

Inside Orange County federal court this 
week to learn his punishment, Schwartz 
told U.S. District Court Judge David O. 
Carter he is remorseful. 

“I can’t say sorry enough to repair the 
damage,” he said, reading a brief, typed state¬ 
ment. “I’m sorry I abused people’s trust.” 

Schwartz hoped Carter would agree that 
the best punishment excluded prison so 
that he could, he claimed, focus solely on 
working to repay his victims. 

But his uncle, Jack Schwartz, told the 
judge the remorse was fake. “Mike is stu¬ 
pid but not dumb,” he said, claiming his 
nephew stole his identity to obtain loans, 
shamelessly concocted the con games and 
still has hidden bank accounts. 

Two other distraught victims described 
how Schwartz—who, like Math, was born in 
1974—conned them out of their life savings, 
created horrific financial circumstances for 
their families and reacted callously to their 
plight while he lived comfortably. 

“Words cannot explain the pain,” said 
one weeping victim. “Mike stole our 
dreams. If he did this to a single mother of 
two kids, what else is he capable of?” 

Advocating for leniency, Diane Bass, 
the defendant’s lawyer, disputed the 
victims’ characterizations and noted her 
client’s inability to sleep at night, as well 
as his desire not to abandon his own three 
kids during incarceration. 


“Mr. Schwartz is not the monster they 
are making him out to be,” said Bass. “Let 
him go back to work so he can pay them. 
He’s been humbled by this experience.” 

Federal prosecutor Jennifer Waier 
wasn’t impressed. “That’s the first time 
I’ve heard him say, T’m sorry,”’ she told 
Carter as she pushed for a lengthy prison 
term for Schwartz, who also has a 2002 
cocaine conviction and last year lost a San 
Juan Capistrano city contract to operate a 
popular hockey rink due to his FBI arrest 
for wire fraud. 

Award-winning Hollywood composer/ 
songwriter Helene Muddiman tried to 
intervene, writing Carter to say she’d had 
positive business dealings with Schwartz 
during the past four years. Muddiman 
even described the defendant as “honest” 
and “professional.” 

But the judge, a 1998 Bill Clinton appoin¬ 
tee and Purple Heart recipient for his 
Marine service during Vietnam War com¬ 
bat at the Battle of Khe Sahn, agreed with 
the prosecutor, ruling the conduct war¬ 
ranted 37 months in prison. 

With members of his family—including 
his supportive wife, brother and father—sit¬ 
ting nearby in court, Schwartz grimaced 
briefly but remained silent. 

“I want you to rehabilitate,” said a 
stern Carter. 

Schwartz—who has lost his home, 
his cars, his businesses, his real-estate 
license and his image—must self-surren¬ 
der to the U.S. Bureau of Prisons by noon 
on Feb. 16.

AMERICA’S MOST FAMOUS 
AUTO MEET-UP—AND THAT 
IS WHY IT’S GONE BY CHARLES LAM 


t’s a few hours before dawn on 
Dec. 20—a Saturday—and the 
405 and 5 freeways around Irvine 
are slammed. Porsches and Lam- 
borghinis and other exotic cars are 
clipping along, some at speeds and 
RPMs normally reserved for a racetrack, 
until they hit the gridlock, all headed 
toward the same Alton Parkway, Irvine 
Center Drive and 133 exits lit up red on 
Waze and Google Maps. 

As the clock clicks closer to 7 a.m., the 
traffic gets heavier, briefly forming a solid 
row of cars stretching to a large parking lot 
just north of the El Toro Y that’s shared by 
Ford’s California design team and Mazda’s 
corporate offices. As the cars idle while 


waiting to get in, their engines produce a 
symphony of roars, purrs, putters, growls 
and zooms. These are special cars— 
restored bombs, gleaming land yachts, Ital¬ 
ian sports coupes, Asian imports, Beamers, 
school projects, a military troop carrier, 
a collection of Volkswagen buses and 
beetles, and dozens of other pretties for 
weekend warriors to gawk at and praise. 

They all eventually pull single file into 
the Ford/Mazda lot, slowly crawling as 
the drivers follow signs and volunteers 
to empty spots. Drivers and passengers— 
older white men wearing bomber jackets; 
wealthy foreign-born Asians, Asian Amer¬ 
icans and Middle Eastern men; and a 
handful of women, children and dogs—get

vehicles, ready to explain any detail of 
the body or engine or upholstery. Some 
of the cars display for-sale signs, while 
others advertise race teams or smaller 
meet-ups. Spectators sit on the sidewalks 
flanking the exit, hoping to see some of 
the cars burn out as they leave (nearly 
none do, thanks to an overwhelming 
police presence). 

And that’s what everyone does for the 
next two hours. They’re at the largest 
unofficial car show in Orange County: 

Cars and Coffee Irvine, a weekly showcase 
going on for eight years. The inspira¬ 
tion for more than 100 other such events 
across the world, it’s a get-together so 
popular that people travel from China, 
South Africa and Sweden to attend; this 
edition is the largest ever. Despite the 
early call time and the traffic, everyone is 
in high spirits. 

But what the attendees don’t know is 
that in a few hours, once they get back into 
their cars and drive off to brunch, the most 
popular, influential car cruise in Orange 
County history will close possibly forever, 
too popular for its own good. 


ars and Coffee Irvine calls 
itself a cruise, but that’s a bit 
of a misnomer. Other than fil¬ 
ing in and (very occasionally) 
peeling out, there’s no actual 
parade of cars. For enthusi¬ 
asts, a “car cruise” refers to a specific type 
of event: a semi-impromptu, mostly spon¬ 
taneous meet-up for which drivers pick 
a day to show off their wheels at a public 
space to anyone who shows up. The 
events can be one-offs or recurring. Then, 
just as quickly as they appear, everyone 
takes off until the next one. 

The cruises stand apart from regular 
car shows and competitions with their 
lack of structure and formality. It helps 
if you know your CCs from your NOS, 
but no one will look down on you if you 
don’t. There’s no formal competition, no 
assigned parking, no club, no drama. For a 
weekly event, it’s the kind of low-pressure, 
high-reward get-together that’s perfect 
to foster a mini-society of fans and par¬ 
ticipants who show up when it’s easy for 
them and who fall in love with the event 
all over again each time they attend. 


It’s a phenomenon that has existed in 
some form or another since cars them¬ 
selves were invented, and its strongest 
roots can be found in Southern California, 
birthplace of basically every American 
car-culture trend ever. Orange County 
hosts multiple well-known cruises, with 
alliteration-loving names such as Donut 
Derelicts in Huntington Beach (for 
muscle cars and hot rods) and Bimmers 
and Bagels in Yorba Linda (BMWs). But 
the most famous one is Cars and Coffee 
Irvine, which ran nearly every Saturday 
from 7 to 9 in the morning since 2006. It 
became not only the largest—during the 
past year, around 1,000 cars showed up 
every week—but also the one that drew the 
most attention, getting coverage in all the 
major car magazines and blogs. 

The support from major car compa¬ 
nies and its central location near multiple 
freeways played huge roles in Cars and 
Coffee’s success, sure. But also key was the 
dedicated team of half a dozen unpaid vol¬ 
unteers who put each show on, people who 
loved their cars and wanted to show them 
off to other fanatics. That passion drew a 


caliber of vehicles and people that allowed 
Cars and Coffee to create an environment 
that embraced all makes and models 

And now, it’s no more. 

“I’m surprised it lasted eight years, 
honestly,” says 67-year-old John Clinard, 
special-events manager at Ford. As one of 
the primary organizers of the event, he’s a 
recognizable face in a bright-red Cars and 
Coffee hat. On Saturdays, he and his wife, 
Linda, arrive around 5 a.m. to prep the 
location; he often directs traffic. On Fri¬ 
days before the event, he gets an early start 
by putting up signs. 

“An advantage we had was that we were 
very remote, away from residential areas,” 
he continues. “But we had to end the event 
because we’ve outgrown our lot size. It’s 
gotten unwieldy, and we’ve had to turn 
people away.” 

Combine that with planned hous¬ 
ing developments across the street and 
a newly built hotel, and Cars and Cof¬ 
fee’s organizers saw the end coming and 
decided to finish on top. 

Clinard and the other organizers deter-

mined the Dec. 27 meet-up would be 
the last at that location and Dec. 20 the 
penultimate, making the announcement 
through a press release sent to several 
websites and distributed through message 
boards and Facebook. The car culture 
recoiled in shock almost immediately. 
National and international publications 
eulogized the event using phrases such as 
“the big one,” “the original” and “legend¬ 
ary.” The Daily Pilot and Orange County 
Register published articles, though the 
event had always shunned local media in 
an effort to extend its longevity. 

Unsurprisingly, the announcement 
sparked even more interest. 

“Cars and Coffee had always been seen 
as a 500-car, 1,000-car-guy Saturday- 
morning event,” says 72-year-old Barry 
Meguiar, the quick-to-smile host of the 
Velocity Channel’s Car Crazy and presi¬ 
dent of Meguiar’s Inc., a company that 
sells car-care products. “But the thing 
was, it was always 500 different cars 
and 1,000 different guys. When people 
heard they were the last two events, they 
decided they had to come to ‘their’ event.” 

And they did. More than 2,000 cars 
arrived on Dec. 20, quickly filling the exhi¬ 
bition and spectator lots. Overflow park¬ 
ing spilled into an unaffiliated Marriott 
parking lot, which became flush with so 
many rare cars that dozens of spectators 
wandered there to browse. Some late first¬ 
time visitors didn’t realize that lot wasn’t 
the main event until they saw crowds 
crossing the street. The Irvine Police 
Department, which routinely attends to 
make sure the event stays well-behaved, 
needed to direct pedestrian traffic, occa¬ 
sionally stopping cars in the middle of the 
road so hordes of people could cross and 
single-file their way through a hedge. 

It was orderly chaos, but too much for 
the organizers, who decided to cancel the 
final Dec. 27 meet. 

“Regrettably, due to overcrowding on 
Dec. 20 beyond our designated property, 
plus safety concerns associated with vehi- 
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cle and pedestrian traffic, Cars and Coffee 
is canceled for Dec. 27,” reads the official 
announcement delivered to a few choice 
websites and by word of mouth. 

“How anti-climactic that we didn’t 
even have a last day,” Meguiar says. “But 
what a tribute.” 

hat’s left are the event’s 
final numbers: eight 
years; 410 Saturdays; 
185,000 cars exhibited; 
450,000 visitors from 
across the world. Yet, 
legendary as Cars and Coffee Irvine might 
be, it hasn’t always been “Cars and Cof¬ 
fee.” And truth be told, this isn’t even 
the first time it has been forced from its 
venue. Cars and Coffee started as a migra¬ 
tion of another event, which ran from 
2003 to 2006 at Newport Beach’s Crystal 
Cove Promenade. 

“We had no name, and it was infor¬ 
mal,” Clinard says. “Just ‘Hey, drive to 
Crystal Cove.’” 

The Crystal Cove event was itself an 
offshoot of Donut Derelicts in Hun¬ 
tington Beach, one of the oldest active 
cruises in the United States, dating back 
to 1986. A group of attendees splintered 
off because of the Derelicts’ focus on 
hot rods and muscle cars, bringing their 
European makes to Newport Coast and 
taking over a parking lot between Mas- 
tro’s Steakhouse and Javier’s. 

After three years and ever-increasing 
crowds, the event drew the ire of the 
Irvine Co., Crystal Cove Promenade’s 
owners. There was never any rent paid to 
or permission asked of the company; peo¬ 
ple just showed up one day, and the Irvine 
Co. tolerated them. But the landlord 



























eventually asked the group to leave—not 
because of noise or even the crowds, but 
because it feared that the plaza would lose 
some of its tenants. 

Looking for a new location, a group of 
regulars met at Ford during the final week 
of the Crystal Cove event to strategize. 
“We had to decide on a location that 
day so we could put fliers in everyone's 
cars on that last Saturday,” says Meguiar. 
“Absent an obvious choice, [Clinard and 
Ford Director of Strategic Design Free¬ 
man Thomas] offered their parking lot as 
a temporary location until we could find a 
permanent place to move the cruise. The 
rest is history.” 

It was supposed to be a temporary spot, 
but the Ford/Mazda parking lot quickly 
became a permanent home, a perfect host. 
It could easily fit more than 500 display 
cars, and its placement near a second¬ 
ary parking structure meant spectators 
who didn’t want to show off could park 
without getting car-shamed. No residen¬ 
tial neighborhoods were located nearby, 
meaning few people could make noise 
complaints—an issue that many early- 
morning car cruises inevitably face. 

The first event in 2006 attracted 350 
cars, and it grew from there. There was 
never any kind of marketing—a Facebook 
page exists, but it’s not run by any of 
Cars and Coffee Irvine’s core volunteers. 
Rather, most of the event’s buzz came 
from message postings and social media. 

“I found out about it by Googling,” 
says Mike Clark, a late-twentysomething 


who used to take his modified 1987 Buick 
Grand National to Cars and Coffee Irvine 
regularly for a year. “I tried some of the 
smaller meet-ups, but they turned out to 
be kind of boring—either small turnouts 
or teens who wanted to show off their 
shiny muffler on their Honda. Cars and 


Coffee popped up a lot on forums, but 
I didn’t think a car show would ever be 
worth waking up at 6 a.m. [for] until a 
friend told me I had to go. Once there, I 
realized it was a pretty cool show.” 

By the beginning of 2014, Clinard and 
the volunteers prepared for 1,000 cars 


each weekend. During the last few events, 
they attracted more than double that. 

“The official hours were always from 7 to 
9 on a Saturday morning, and at first that’s 
what people adhered to,” Clinard says. 
“But as attendance grew to crowd the lot, 
people started coming earlier to make 


sure they got a spot. In recent months, it’s 
been more like 5 to 9.” 

“It got to the point to where I thought 
I needed to get there around 4 o’clock,” 
adds Meguiar. 

“Once we moved to Ford, it became 
more of a cross-section of all cars,” says 


Larry Alderson, general manager of 
Crevier Classic Cars. “It’s become more 
American. It used to be a lot of Ferraris, 
but now there’s a lot of Porsches, too. 
There’s also a huge group of Asian men 
who drive GT-Rs and Audis, all with 
turbos. We’re talking thousands of horse¬ 
power. That group has their own area. I 
think it was because we were at the Ford 
performance design center. The conno¬ 
tation brought the muscle-car guys, the 
Ford guys.” 

Cars and Coffee developed its own 
notoriety, becoming a mecca for car-lovers 
and attracting personalities including 
Jay Leno and racing legend Dan Gurney. 
Leading up to and immediately after the 
LA Car Show, car companies showed 
unreleased cars and concepts at the 
event—surprises once reserved for auto¬ 
trade insiders. The 2016 Mazda MX-5 
Miata was displayed there, as well as the 
Toyota FT-1 (an unreleased concept car). 
The BAC Mono, a one-seater, street-legal 
race car, made its United States debut in 
the parking lot. Each year, cruise organiz¬ 
ers got at least one or two requests for car 
companies to participate. 

“You can go to car shows such as the 
LA Car Show, and I belong to so many 
car clubs, but that’s a bunch of small 
campfires of enthusiasts,” says David 
Wilhelm, of Newport Beach. He grew up 
admiring the cars of the ’50s and devel¬ 
oped a love for Ferraris while in dental 
school in the 1960s. “Cars and Coffee is

what happens when you get all of these 
campfires together. The great thing was 
it didn’t matter how successful you were, 
whether you owned your business or 
where the decimal point was in your 
bank account. It was about the love of 
cars. In fact, some of the lesser expensive 
cars like rat rods showed more creativity, 
more enthusiasm for the hobby than the 
$100,000 Ferraris did. 

“The attraction was that it didn’t mat¬ 
ter what you owned. What mattered was 
the enthusiasm.” 

alfway through the Dec. 20 
finale, a nasty car accident 
interrupted the festivities. 

A blue Miata, attempting 
to turn left at the corner of 
Gateway and Irvine Center 
Drive, collided with a Ford F-150 driv¬ 
ing straight forward. The entire front 
of the Miata was totaled, but its frame 
stood strong, protecting the occupants. 
Crushed, the coupe lay in the center of 
the intersection, unable to move. The 
truck was also gravely wounded, the 
lower part of its front grill smashed in, 
but it managed to be brought to the side 
of the road, leaking fluids with its last 
lurches forward. 

The Irvine Police Department arrived 
a minute after receiving a call and were 
soon joined by the Orange County Fire 
Authority. They sprayed the Miata down 
with fire retardant; one person was taken 
to the hospital as a precaution. A crowd 
gathered around the accident, sticking to 
the sidewalks and crossing the crosswalks 
to get a better look. 

“What’s a bad way to start your week¬ 
end?” one man wearing a fading baseball 
cap remarked to the eye rolls of nearly 
everyone within earshot. 

“I hope no one got hurt,” a woman 
announced to no one in particular. 

“I wonder what happened,” remarked a 
teenager a few feet away to two companions. 

“Well, I think that guy was turning, and 
that guy kept going,” another teen said. 

“Yeah, that makes sense,” responded a 
third. “I almost did the same thing during 
driver’s ed, but they had one of those cars 
with two sets of pedals.” 

Confident with their version of the 


events, the teens quieted as they and oth¬ 
ers watched police officers measure off 
distances. Just a few yards away, a BMW 
M6, a $110,000 sports car, inched its 
way out of a parking lot, no one noticing 
except for the people directly in front of 
it, blocking its path to the exit. 

And that’s the kind of place and event 
Cars and Coffee is. Accidents come, and 
high-priced cars go, but the focus is on 
the community; you can talk about any 
aspect of car culture, no matter how 
mundane, and find an audience more 
than happy to talk shop. The showcase 
vehicles are the initial draw, but you can 
go to a dealer or online forums for that. 
People stay for the camaraderie. 

And there’s still hope for it to continue. 
Rumors of a new venue began popping 
up immediately after the closure notice 
became public. People speculated the 
event could move to the vast asphalt 
stretches of the old El Toro Marine Base 
(which hosts several invite-only track 
days and is used as the test track for the 
American version of Top Gear ) or the 
Orange County Fairgrounds. 

Some attendees are returning to Donut 
Derelicts, which takes place at roughly 
the same time, or a Tustin meet organized 
by OC Xotics, a Lamborghini-loving crew. 
Roughly 100 cars have peeled off to the 
District at Tustin Legacy along with sev¬ 
eral of Cars and Coffee’s long-term orga¬ 
nizers. They hope to find a new home 
there, with a deal in ink hopefully soon. 

Meanwhile, Aliso Viejo officials are 
courting the meet-up, seeing the event 
as a possible boon to both the residents 
and the businesses in the city. “The guys 
in town and their kids would love it,” 
says Mayor Pro Tern Mike Munzing, who 
attended the last event with incoming 
mayor Bill Phillips. “It’s successful, high- 
wealth people with real passion.” 

But whatever happens, something will 
fill the void. Something always does. 

“We don’t know what’s going to hap¬ 
pen yet,” Clinard says. “There is no Cars 
and Coffee organization; there’s no one 
in charge, per se_What generally hap¬ 

pens is these things morph into other get- 
togethers—large, small or both. 

“They pop up whenever people get 
together and say, ‘Let’s do it,”’ he con¬ 
tinues. “In Orange County, I’m sure 
something will happen because people 
want it to.”

Pack Your Knives and Stay 

How to enjoy Top Chef Shirley Chung’s new Twenty Eight if you didn’t see the show

B y the time I heard that Top 

Chef contestant Shirley Chung 
was opening a restaurant in 
Irvine, my interest in the show 
had long since waned. Maybe I should’ve 
stuck around until its 11th season, in 
which Chung was a finalist, because when 
I went to Twenty Eight—the modern 
Chinese eatery she opened in the space 
vacated by Kimera—I felt as if I were the 
only one at a rock concert who didn’t 
know any of the words. 

I knew nothing about Chung except 
from what I’d read. Her bio goes like this: 
She was 17 when she emigrated from Bei¬ 
jing. She got a business degree, worked in 
Silicon Valley for a while, and then went to 
culinary school. She eventually ended up 
cooking for Thomas Keller, Guy Savoy and 
Mario Batali. Then came the show and her 
move to OC to open this place. 

The only way I even recognized her is 
because she kept posing for pictures with 
customers inside her stark-white dining 
room the night of my first visit. Don’t get 
me wrong: There are great things on the 
menu, but I realized as soon as I saw her 
that a missing ingredient was my own star- 
struck awe. 

I ordered the best thing I ate, the Fire 
Phoenix, because the menu said it was 
a winning creation from the show. It’s 
basically two pieces of greaseless fried 
chicken—a skin-on breast with its wing and 
the whole leg served next to a salad. Both 
pieces were juicy, cooked as though by stop¬ 
watch, the skin rendered to chicharrones. 
But what made it a Restaurant Wars-level 
dish was that it arrived with a domed cover 
that a waiter whisked off with the required 
dramatic flourish. And when our server did, 
a cloud of jasmine-tea smoke escaped as 
though someone took the roof off a Hum¬ 
boldt State dorm room. The smoke imbued 
everything on the plate, even the salad, with 
its slightly pungent, slightly sweet imprint— 
a flavor more essential to the dish than the 
decorative lines of peppered salt. 

For another entree, Chung swaddled 
the pristine white flesh of black cod in 
a banana leaf and steamed it to delicate 
flakes perfumed with the leaf’s faint 
botanical aroma. For the appetizer Tongue 
and Cheek, she takes a clever menu pun 
and turns it into something you have to 
order—even if you’re scared of eating stuff 
made from an animal’s face. The “cheek” 
is super-thin slices of house-made pork 
headcheese, a beautiful mosaic of fat, 
gelatin and meat that melts in the heat of 
your mouth. But even tenderer is the beef 
tongue, deli slices of which are arranged 
in an arc on the other side of the plate. I 
dragged both through a tart dollop of Cali¬ 


fornia red mustard, chasing it with pickled 
carrots and cauliflower transformed into 
Sweet Tart candy. 

Even though it ticks just less than $20, 
the Tongue and Cheek was better than 
the cheaper appetizers. After realizing the 
Steamed Farmers Dumplings tasted pasty 
and bland, I asked our server whether it’s 
supposed to come with sauce. She said 
no but offered to get something from the 
kitchen to use on the last of our three 
diminutive pieces. 

The fried calamari was, well, just fried 
calamari, coated in a light rice-flour bat¬ 
ter, served with pickled veggies and a 
shower of fried shallots. And if it weren’t 
for its garlic-chive salsa verde dip, the 
hamachi egg roll would’ve been just 
another egg roll in which too many layers 
of skin muffle the filling. 

There were some dishes I would’ve been 
better off ordering at Chinese restaurants 
whose chefs aren’t stars. The hand-cut 
noodles coated in fermented black beans 
and minced pork were dense and clumpy. 

A Chinese broccoli dish with a runny 


poached egg you’re supposed to mix into 
it wasn’t better than the stalks dim sum 
houses glop with plain oyster sauce. 

But Chung’s pasta-like squid-ink noodles 
were good, with two precious lobes of uni 
you’re supposed to disperse between the 
tangles. And another dish with winter 
squash showered with puffed wild rice was 
elegant dining defined. For dessert, Chung 
offers a subtle but wildly imaginative des¬ 
sert of tapioca and persimmon that I still 
can’t shut up about. 

It’s about then that I realized Chung’s 
restaurant wasn’t the place to settle with 
old standards or bring frugal Chinese par¬ 
ents. You should instead come to be wowed 
by the not-necessarily Asian dishes and 
not think about the prices too much. After 
all, a Top Che/finalist is still feeding you, 
whether you saw her on the show or not.

F or as long as I've been a food critic, 

I've been saying the best way to track 
immigration is by following a city's restaurant 
scene, and the proof is in the mitote at Mi 
Tierra Caliente in Anaheim. When I was 
growing up, this big restaurant was called 
Birreria Nochistlan and attracted all the 
zacatecano and jalisciense parents of my 
generation. It was always fun to swing in and 
see the parking lot bustle with Romanians, 
Koreans and Mexicans, each group going 
to their respective restaurants, emerging 
only to smoke or to sober up with a doughnut 
from the corner store. 

For the past couple of years, though, this 
restaurant has operated underthe current 
name—a shoutout to the Mexican region 
("The Hot Country" is its inexact English 
translation) that spans the states of Micho¬ 
acan and Guerrero from which the current 
generation of brown Anaheimers originate. 
Commuters on busy Euclid Avenue can be 
forgiven for ignoring the place, even if its 
logo—a smiling, sweating, sombrero-wear¬ 
ing sun—is among the most smile-inducing 
in la naranja. And a quick look at the menu 
finds mostly pan-Mexican favorites—fine 
carne asada, hefty burritos, gooey chile 
rellenos. There are also beers, desserts and 
a great octopus soup that's like sipping on a 
live wire. 

But the true stars occupy a page under 
the title "Antojitos Michoacanos" (Micho¬ 
acan Delights). Here, you'll find the state's 
enchiladas, folded as if a quesadilla and 
using cotija cheese. Also available are 
chavindecas, a version of a mulita, and 
albondigas de polio (chicken meatballs). But 
the best dish is something called a mitote 
that I've never seen in a restaurant setting in 
el Norte: a hefty serving of morisqueta (itself 
a rare dish of rice cooked in tomato salsa) 
topped with a pork tamale. It's a Mexican 
Hungry-Man meal that takes three days to 
whittle down and has about a million carbs, 
but whatever: You'll probably never eat this 
dish again. And while I wish there was also 
a guerrerense aspect to Mi Tierra Caliente, 
value your rarities when you find them. 

Finally, pro tip: Ask for the salsa de aceite 
instead of the red water that is the table 
salsa—your sweat pores will thank you later 
for the workout.

Mrs. Bea’s, on the other hand, has been 
open less than two years. And then there’s 
the location. It’s in La Habra, my home¬ 
town, a city often forgotten by the rest of 
OC because it’s traversed by no freeways, 
and there’s really no reason to visit unless 
you have a term paper to write about Rich¬ 
ard Nixon. 

Here, you’ll find 10 different waffles, 
including a chocolate cake waffle, a corn- 
bread waffle, and a waffle in which bacon 
and cheese are baked in with the batter. 

But let’s talk about that cornbread waffle 
because it’s something of a miracle.

Time-travel puzzle Predestination should try again from the start

W ithout dropping spoil¬ 
ers right and left, how 
do I explain that I’m 
completely baffled by the 
Spierig Brothers’ retro-futuristic thriller 
Predestination ? So the she that’s really a 
he is the earlier version of the he we meet 
later on, and the later version of the she 
who shows up near the beginning? Hope 
I didn’t just wreck anything for anyone. 

Actually, I’m pretty sure I get at least 
parts of Predestination, especially after 
reading the slender time-travel short story 
on which it’s based, Robert A. Heinlein’s 
1958 “All You Zombies.” Heinlein’s story is 
elegant in its hard-boiled spareness, and its 
brevity makes it all the more tantalizing— 
it’s the sort of thing you want to reread 
immediately, once you know the trick of 
it. A narrator known only as the Bartender 
meets a despondent young man, a writer 
of true-confession pulp, who goes by the 
pen name the Unmarried Mother. After 
hearing the young man’s sad, shocking 
story, the Bartender makes him an offer he 
probably should refuse. As with so much 
time-travel literature, “All You Zombies” 
isn’t 100 percent logical, but a chilly poetry 
hangs in the air around it. It’s mournful— 
and more than a little menacing. 

Predestination— the third feature from 
the German-born writer/director team 
(and identical twins) Michael and Peter 


Spierig—tries to be all of those things 
and more, and it succeeds only in fits and 
starts. Ethan Hawke is the Bartender, and 
in the story’s particular present, 1975, 
he really is a bartender, though the job 
is just a cover for his life as a temporal 
agent, a cop who goes back in time to 
prevent bad stuff from happening. At 
this point, if you truly want to watch 
Predestination with the innocence of a 
not-even-born-yet babe, you should stop 
reading: It’s impossible to talk about 
the performance of Australian actress 
Sarah Snook without revealing that she 
plays two roles, that of the Unmarried 
Mother, the fresh-faced but weary young 
man who slumps at the Bartender’s bar, 
and Jane, an awkward but radiant young 
woman who grew up in an orphanage 
and has never quite fit in anywhere. Jane, 
a whiz at science and math, would love to 
be a space traveler, but in Predestination’s 
world—or at least in one of its worlds, the 
1963 one—that’s a job only for men. She 
hopes for the next best thing, trying out 
for a position as a sort of space “compan¬ 
ion” for lonely, horny astronauts. 

In this part of the story, Jane, a fetch¬ 
ing redhead, wears an Emma Peel-style 
miniskirt uniform and beats the crap 
out of one of her fellow aspiring space- 
chicks. For a few sparkling minutes, 
Predestination springs to life in a burst of 


imaginative craziness. Then it’s back to 
more plain old sci-fi dourness, although 
even that would be okay if the Spierigs 
hadn’t overloaded the lean but sturdy 
skeleton of Heinlein’s story with more 
twisted plot bobbles than it can possibly 
shoulder. Hawke’s Bartender, in addition 
to soaking in the Unmarried Mother’s 
tale of woe, is hot on the trail of a crazy 
dude known as the Fizzle Bomber, who’s 
hatched a plan to blow up most of New 
York. Somehow, the Fizzle stuff is sup¬ 
posed to dovetail with the wrenching 
saga of the Unmarried Mother, a story 
with enough gender-bending intrigue to 
stand on its own. 

But Predestination is a puzzle movie, 
and thus, by definition, it must be so 
infinitely complex that mere mortals 
cannot even hope to fully comprehend 
it. The Spierigs had the framework for 
something wonderful here, if only they’d 
trusted themselves to keep things simple. 
Ben Nott’s noirish cinematography, a 
stylish symphony of moody shadows, sets 
the tone for the movie that might have 
been. Even the low-key special effects 
are endearing: The time-travel sequences 
are a little clumsy—the characters just 
clatter into their new surroundings as if 
they’d been sent tumbling down an invis¬ 
ible chute—but then, time travel must be 
disorienting. Why slick it up? 


The twisty-turny clutter of Predestina¬ 
tion, Christopher Nolan-esque in its aspi¬ 
rations, becomes wearisome, particularly 
when the Spierigs press us to believe 
the unbelievable. (You mean we’re sup¬ 
posed to buy that Ethan Hawke, even 
after extensive plastic surgery, could 
once have looked like ... oh, never mind.) 
Worse yet, the movie’s jumbly mechan¬ 
ics distract us from what the actors are 
trying to do: Hawke makes such a gravely 
sympathetic listener that you find your¬ 
self reading his face for clues as to what 
the hell this movie is supposed to mean, 
but not even he can carry this story uphill 
all the way. And Snook is terrific, par¬ 
ticularly as the simultaneously unworldly 
and otherworldly Jane: With her cau¬ 
tious gaze and slow-burning smile, she’s 
so open to the possibility of joy that her 
disappointments are excruciating to 
behold. She seems capable of pushing the 
movie into another dimension entirely. 
But the Spierigs, so obsessed with their 
precariously complex plot, aren’t nimble 
enough to follow. They strand Predesti¬ 
nation in the here and now.

OPENING 

BELOVED SISTERS A menage a trois 
promises freedom and joy but ultimately 
leads to misery and heartbreak in Beloved 
Sisters, Dominik Graf's sterling opus about 
the real-life affair between late-18th- 
century German poet Friedrich Schiller 
(Florian Stetter) and sisters Charlotte 
(Henriette Confurius) and Caroline (Hannah 
Herzsprung) von Lengefeld, the latter of 
whom is, at the time of the trio's meeting, 
trapped in a loveless financial-arrange¬ 
ment marriage. Despite the stately period 
trappings and portrait of constricting 
societal chains, Graf shoots and edits his 
story with urgent immediacy, and his swift 
pacing brings an emotional vitality to his 
protagonists' plight, which is founded on 
Charlotte and Caroline's profound love for 
each other, and their desire to make both 
themselves and each other happy via shar¬ 
ing Friedrich. That arrangement is doomed 
to eventually fall apart under the weight of 
sibling jealousy, economic concerns, and 
a need to keep this less-than-respectable 
affair from becoming public. Yet Beloved 
Sisters' power comes less from narrative 
surprise than from its portrait of the com¬ 
plex pressures and compromises placed 
on men and women during the era, as 
well as its tragic suggestion—echoed in 
chatter about the storming of the Bastille, 
and the ugly fallout that ensued during 
the French Revolution's early days—that 
upending the status quo, politically and 
romantically, is not without its potentially 
dire consequences. (Not Rated) Nick 
Schager.

BLACK NOVEMBER Nigerian director 
Jeta Amata's Black November is at once 
passionate and cynical, a smash-up of 
tones that fits its story about a politicized, 
American-schooled 21-year-old girl from 
the Niger Delta who returns home to 
head a local uprising—and is soon sen¬ 
tenced to hang. Ebiere (Mbong Amata, 
the filmmaker's wife and a real talent) is 
a polarizing pacifist, one part Joan of Arc 
to two parts Martin Luther King. Just as 
Ebiere arrives at her mother's hut, half the 
town dies in a gas pipe explosion. Despite 
attention from a nice white lady news¬ 
caster (Sarah Wayne Callies), the CEO 
of the U.S. oil company at fault (Mickey 
Rourke) shortchanges the survivors and 
orders the police to beat anyone who 
complains, pitting cousin against cousin 
like an impassive god. Amata skillfully lays 
out the ways that Nigeria is screwed. The 
oil companies control the cops, soldiers, 
and town elders with cash. Yet the rebels 
can't resist making things worse, packing 
guns at a peaceful protest, kidnapping 
innocent American workers, and using 
the ransom to buy more weapons and fuel 
the violence. Money is everywhere, but 
neither side will invest in a better future. In 
a curious twist, Nigerian oil tycoon Captain 
Hosa Wells Okunbo gave Amata $22 mil¬ 
lion to make the film, which bought him 
cameos from Kim Basinger, Vivica A. Fox, 
Anne Heche, and music stars Akon and 
Wyclef Jean, all of whom are edited into 
a clumsy and expensive framing device 
where Ebiere's countrymen terrorize down¬ 
town Los Angeles with a tanker truck and 
demand their heroine be freed. Oddly, that 
extra star power makes Black November 
look cheap. (Not Rated) Amy Nicholson.

DARK SUMMER In the teen horror film 
Dark Summer, screenwriter Mike Le deliv¬ 
ers a novel way to keep a protagonist in 
a haunted house: Put him under house

arrest. Daniel (Keir Gilchrist), who's so into 
hacker chic that he's got ones and zeroes 
painted on his ceiling, is wearing a track¬ 
ing anklet for cyber-stalking his classmate 
Mona (Grace Phipps). With his mom away, 
he's pretty much alone aside from his 
duty officer and two friends who secretly 
keep him company. He's also contacted by 
Mona, who kills herself during a videochat. 
Now her ghost is causing him to halluci¬ 
nate, carving symbols into his chest, and 
generally haunting his house...a house he 
can't leave. Paul Solet's direction relies on 
disorienting tight shots as Daniel creeps 
through the halls, followed by never- 
quite-frightening appearances by Mona 
in her bloody hoodie. Nonetheless, there's 
an arresting seance scene, and a later 
Bone Collector-style investigation reveals 
a clever twist, even if the camerawork 
is too murky to make the most of it. The 
climax, however, a step-by-step incanta¬ 
tion, feels by-the-numbers, like some sort 
of mystic hopscotch. More interesting is 
friend Abby's (Stella Maeve) unrequited 
longing for Daniel, but even that spark 
eventually succumbs to the weight of plot 
contrivance. (Not Rated) Alan Scherstuhl.

IT'S ALL SO QUIET The best you can 
say for toil is that it can fill up enough of 
a life that you don't have to spend your 
days thinking about the things you'd rather 
not. So it goes in Dutch director Nanouk 
Leopold's It's All So Quiet, a penetrating 
slog that, perhaps cleverly, offers viewers 
the chance to participate in its protago¬ 
nist's chief endeavor: finding a way to pass 
the time while waiting for a mean old man 
to die. To its credit—and perhaps to most 
viewers' slumping disinterest—this still, 
observant film stirs exactly the feelings 
it depicts. It's too bad porn has never 
achieved such verisimilitude. The lead is 
Jeroen Willems, in his final film role, play¬ 
ing Helmer, a small-time farmer whose 
operation is poised awkwardly between 
business and hobby. As we watch him 
tend to his sheep and round up errant 
donkeys, his face a slab with a couple 
features chiseled in, we may wonder why 
he's bothering. His work at home offers 
the answer: His father lies mouldering 
in bed, near his end, and Willems makes 
cleaning his soiled linens part of the same 
what-else-you-gonna-do grind. "What do 
you see?" Dad asks, as Helmer studies a 
bird in a tree outside the death chamber's 
window. "Nothing," Helmer says, and you 
believe him, possibly with a jolt: We're 
looking at the bird, because the framing is 
artful and the lush plumage arresting, but 
Helmer is more likely just aiming his head 
that direction until the moment passes. 

The film is work, but it's upsetting, insight¬ 
ful, and sometimes gorgeous—admire its 
cold suns and withering cornfields. It's 
more than just another thing to point your 
head at. (Not Rated) Alan Scherstuhl.

PRESERVATION Christopher Denham's 
Preservation is a violent yet agreeably 
goofy throwback to the survival-in-the- 
woods genre, with shades of Southern 
Comfort, Deliverance, and even The Blair 
Witch Project (though it's not found- 
footage, thank goodness). Heading into a 
closed nature preserve for a weekend of 
shooting at four-legged animals are recent 
war veteran Sean (Pablo Schreiber), his 
brother Mike (Mad Men's Aaron Staton, 
continuing to have awful luck on camp¬ 
ing trips), and Mike's wife, Wit (Wrenn 
Schmidt), a vegan anesthesiologist who 


doesn't care for killing, nor how Pablo 
brings out Mike's latent nozzlehood. They 
wake to find their stuff is gone, X's marked 
on their foreheads, and that they're being 
hunted by an indeterminate number of bad 
people. Preservation hits all of its marks, 
including red herrings galore—all movie 
war veterans are inherently unhinged, 
right?—and the aptly named Wit as an old- 
school Final Girl who gets herself a truly 
hardcore First Blood moment. The film also 
brings its genre into the modern world; 
the heroes have smartphones with GPS, 
but so do the villains, who take the film in 
an unexpected direction. The revelation 
of their true natures could be perceived 
as a commentary of the dehumaniza¬ 
tion of modern life or whatever, but it's 
also just funny and silly, and that's more 
important. (Not Rated) Sherilyn Connelly.

THE WORLD MADE STRAIGHT Do 

people in the Himalayas and Andes "live in 
the passive voice," as those in Appalachia 
do? That loaded question comes early in 
The World Made Straight, an adaptation 
of the Ron Rash novel directed by David 
Burris. That's an intriguing question about 
life and fate, albeit one this film—about 
a chance discovery setting off an old 
vendetta—doesn't fully see through. Burris 
envisions the region as one of carefully 
placed bear traps and Civil War ghosts; 
suffice to say that the wayward Travis 
(Jeremy Irvine) doesn't know what he's in 
for when he goes rifling through his family 
history. Relics of that conflict are literally 
embedded in the soil, so common that a 
cheap metal detector used as collateral in 
a low-level drug deal can sniff them out. 

As the backwoods kingpin Carlton, Steve 
Earle delivers a performance of under¬ 
stated intensity—he's the living embodi¬ 
ment of every yankee's down-home anxiet¬ 
ies. Cerebral and outwardly calm, his is 
the kind of volatility everyone who knows 
him fears but few have been unfortunate 
enough to witness firsthand. Still, too many 
of Burris' ideas are channeled directly 
through the grief-stricken teacher (Noah 
Wyle) who accidentally provoked Carlton's 
ire after taking Travis under his wing, rel¬ 
egating this potentially compelling mentor 
role to the delivery of thematic exposition. 
His on-the-nose monologues on the cycli¬ 
cal nature of centuries-old blood feuds 
ultimately feel more like stuffy lectures 
than living history; ditto the film as a whole.

ONGOING 

ANNIE Every version of Annie since the 
Broadway original has aimed younger and 
younger. John Huston's 1982 movie cut 
the child-confounding songs "We'd Like 
to Thank You, Herbert Hoover" and "New 
Deal for Christmas," and added two ditties 
about Annie's dog. This new flick scraps 
the 1933 setting altogether and plops 
Annie into contemporary Harlem, a bodega 
playground. Now, in "You're Never Fully 
Dressed Without a Smile," your clothes 
aren't "Beau Brummell-y," but "Chanel, 
Gucci." Producers Jay-Z and Will and 
Jada Pinkett Smith must have beamed 
when they discovered that rhyme—and, 
to be fair, their three children are fashion- 
forward. There's a sense that neither they 
nor director Will Gluck know what normal 
kids—the kind they need to buy tickets to 
Annie —think is cool. Instead, once again 
this is an Annie for adults, only now the 
spin is less "Remember the social-welfare 
lessons of the Great Depression?" and 
more "Hey, rich people are nice, too." 


This Annie is so modern that the girl's 
benefactor, Will Stacks (Jamie Foxx), is 
a telecommunications baron running for 
mayor. It presumes that children care a 
great deal about cellphone towers, political 
campaigns, and Twitter. Still, Quvenzhane 
Wallis, as Annie, is raw, charismatic, 
alive, and unpredictable: In her biggest 
solo number, every time Gluck cuts to 
Annie singing on a stage, it's a crapshoot 
whether she'll be preening like Billie 
Holiday or rocking jerkily side to side like 
Chuck E. Cheese. In short, she's a child. 

The question is if this musical has any gen¬ 
uine interest in one. (PG) Amy Nicholson.

EXODUS: GODS AND KINGS Flip open 
your Bibles to Numbers 12:3 to find the first 
inaccuracy in Ridley Scott's Exodus: Gods 
and Kings. "Now the man Moses was very 
meek, above all the men which were upon 
the face of the earth," sayeth the Good 
Book of our hero, played by Christian Bale, 
an actor of hauteur even when saddled 
with a combover and potbelly. Bale's 
Moses is a sword-slashing general who 
strides around ancient Egypt like he owns 
the place, which, as the adopted son of 
the Pharaoh, he does, at first. This guy is 
fated to lead a slave uprising? The only 
way Bale's Moses could be the humblest 
man alive is if the rest of the planet were 
killed. The pleasures in Exodus are tactile: 
the heavy turquoise bridles worn by the 
villainous Ramses II (Joel Edgerton), the 
matching blue-and-white headdresses of 
his soldiers as they dominate the Hebrew 
slave quarters like cotton stormtroop- 
ers, the zebra and tiger skins he uses as 
carpet, and the unearthly pink crab he 
munches on for dinner. We can hearthe 
luxury: Even in chaotic battle scenes, you 
can discern every individual clink of the 
scaly gold armor. But Scott, either from 
fear or distraction, has no take on what 
this story might mean. A budget this big 
ensures he's gotta sell tickets to Bible- 
thumpers and spectacle-loving heathens 
alike. Yet he can't decide if making rivers 
run with blood is heroic or horrific—you 
sense he'd rather make Gladiator II: Attack 
of the Frogs. Thanks to a distracting father 
versus son versus favored adopted son 
plotline, he essentially has. (PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson.

THE HOBBIT:THE BATTLE OFTHE 
FIVE ARMIES Reviewing any chunk of 
Peter Jackson's Tolkien-flavored fantasy- 
combat-simulation project is like reviewing 
some holiday party or a possibly obligatory 
family get-together. You know whether 
you're going, you know who you'll see 
there, and you know that you'll either grit 
through it and be glad when it's over, or 
you'll lose yourself in it and miss the ritual 
when it's gone. Either way, consider this: 
Once the final version of The Battle of the 
Five Armies hits Blu-ray, Jackson's full 
series will take almost a full day of your 
life to get through. And yet, even here, 
at the end of all things Middle-earth, the 
filmmaking and world-crafting and orc- 
decapitations are still brash and vigorous, 
still lavish, rousing, grating, wearying, and 
hilarious, both intentionally and un-. When 
ore and dwarf spill through fog onto a 
silvery frozen lake, and then in that roller- 
rink moonscape gorgeousness keep their 
grudge match going both above and under 
the ice, you may carp that it's all just too 
much. But it's hard not to marvel at just 
how much too-much Jackson has whipped 
up—and how much of it was inspired. 

The film builds to a series of boss battles 
against scarred and gum-fleshed ore 
chiefs Tolkien didn't even bother putting in 


the book. They're individually spectacular, 
staged with the full Jackson invention and 
brio—he's as good at this stuff as anyone 
in the history of movies. But they just keep 
coming, like frozen yogurt from a self-serve 
spigot a kid didn't bother turning off, more 
and more in a relentless gush. The Hobbit 
is less a trilogy than it is a heaping mound 
of sugary goo. (PG-13) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Countywide. 

TOP FIVE Chris Rock couldn't have planned 
it this way, but his exuberant and won¬ 
drous comedy Top Five, opening at just the 
right time, is like an airdrop of candy over 
a country shaken by Ferguson and the Eric 
Garner grand jury decision. That's not to 
say Rock glosses over serious issues, or, 
for that matter, that he hits them hard. But 
somehow Top Five has its finger on the 
pulse of right now, not just in terms of race 
in America—but in terms of how we're 
all trying to do the best we can, with no 
jobs, a buttload of creeps in Congress, and 
dashed hopes of anything coming close to 
equality or fairness. The story of a hugely 
successful comedian and actor—played 
by Rock himself—who turns away from 
comedy because he just doesn't "feel 
funny anymore," Top Five reminds us that 
as often as comedy fails, sometimes it's our 
best hope for resuscitation. Rock's Andre 
Allen has just released a historical drama 
about the Haitian Revolution (it's called 
Uprize), and he's about to tie the knot with 
a reality-TV star, Gabrielle Union's Erica. He 
wanders New York with a Times reporter 
(Rosario Dawson), walking and talking, 
laughing and bickering, trying to suss out 
which elements of their conversation are 
typical star-vs.-journalist BS and which 
might actually be some kind of truth. Top 
Five moves fast and almost never lets up. 

Its jokes unfold in complex layers: They're 
rarely just race-related, or political, or con¬ 
nected to the universal needs and wants 
of human beings—often they're all three at 
once. Seeing it at the end of a crap week, 

I suddenly felt I could breathe again. (R)

UNBROKEN Unbroken is the most literal 
film of the year—it's wholly the tale of a 
victim (Louis Zamperini, played by Jack 
O'Connell) who won't crack. Make that 
three films—it plays like several shorts 
edited end-to-end. The first is a cheery 
Dust Bowl tale of an immigrant boy made 
good, a kiddie thug (C.J. Valleroy plays 
young Louis) who sneaks booze into milk 
bottles and goes home to a dear mama 
who makes gnocchi from scratch and 
prays for his soul. Louis gets his life on 
track only when he takes up running; 
eventually he races the fastest lap at the 
1936 Berlin Olympics. The second and third 
acts are nightmares. On a routine rescue 
mission, Louis' plane crashes into the 
ocean, killing eight of the 11 men aboard. 
We gasp when we see his leg pinned 
under fuselage—will he ever race again? 
Very quickly, it's clear that winning a gold 
medal is the least of his problems. Director 
Angelina Jolie settles into the survivors' 
raft for a long stretch at sea where we 
feel every creak and breeze. It gets worse 
when the boys are scooped up by the 
Japanese. What follows is unceasing 
torture, onscreen and vicariously in the 
theater. At the hands of pretty-boy war 
criminal Mutsushiro Watanabe (Takamasa 
Ishihara), the Americans are beaten and 
beaten and beaten. By then, the life raft is 
leagues away, the marmalade childhood 
farther still. But we're no closer to figuring 
out the point of Unbroken, other than to 
marvel at Louis' strength. (PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson.

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The Chinese Underground 

A lost civilization newly unveiled keeps its secrets at the Bowers Museum

H istory isn’t an exact science, 
and nowhere is that more 
obvious than at the Bowers 
Museum’s touring exhibition 
“China’s Lost Civilization: The Mystery 
of Sanxingdui.” 

Considered to be one of the “greatest 
archeological finds ever to be unearthed,” 
hundreds of deliberately placed artifacts 
were discovered by modern construction 
workers in ancient pits just miles from a 
provincial capital. Dated at about 1200 B.C. 
and wholly different from anything dug up 
prior, the previously undocumented civi¬ 
lization at Sanxingdui forced historians to 
rethink their perceptions of the country’s 
initial seat of influence. But the discovery 
also triggered a number of tricky questions: 
Why the strange, inhuman features on the 
statues and masks? What was the cache 
of elephant tusks used for, and where did 
they come from? There’s an impressive 
amount of bronze work but no evidence 
of a foundry, so how did the heavy objects 
get there? Why were they placed in the pit? 
Why were they intentionally crushed and 
broken? A decade and a half later, a similar 
site, located in nearby Jinsha, added even 
more fuel to the confusing fire. 

Guest curator Suzanne E. Cahill, Ph.D., 
runs with that confusion in her slightly 
unnerving tour through the Bowers, light¬ 
ing the masks and statues for maximum 
mysteriousness, offering an informed con¬ 
jecture where she can, but still leaving us in 
the dark by the end of the tour. 

The mystery begins with enlarged pho¬ 
tographs covering the wall from the floor 
to the ceiling. Tinted, with just the exhibit 
pieces in color, it’s a mishmash of broken 
pottery, masks, ritual vessels, busts, orna¬ 
ments and jade, all cracked or broken. 

They are piled up in their pits, with few 
of the objects recognizable until closely 
scrutinized. Curiosity takes over: What the 
hell is that stuff? What is it used for? Is that 
gold? Are there bodies in there? ( Answers: 
Unsure. Unsure. Yes. No.) 

Standing guard at the entrance, the elon¬ 
gated shaman/god on its pedestal—with its 
goblin eyes, lockjaw grimace and Vulcan 
ears—resembles a cross between amphib¬ 
ian and mammal, possibly human, possibly 
a god, or maybe something altogether 
different. Its empty, circular claws grip 
at a missing artifact; the long-gone piece, 
surmised to be an elephant tusk, was seem¬ 
ingly used as part of a worship service. 

“Seemingly” is the operative word 
here, since no one knows what any of the 
statues, masks and trinkets were used for. 
There are plenty of guesses—most likely 
something religious—but since no one even 
knew these civilizations existed until the 


past couple of decades, even the educated 
appear flummoxed. The informative audio 
tour available with each admission features 
talking heads—professionals in their fields, 
including Cahill—pontificating on what 
we see as we walk through the gallery, but 
none of them can say for certain what it is 
that we’re actually seeing. The only thing 
we can be certain about is that a civiliza¬ 
tion we didn’t know existed before the 
early ’80s did, in fact, exist. The purpose 
and meaning of the artifacts left behind are 
anyone’s guess. 

Most of the pieces on display can be 
explained away as clan (bird bronzes) or 
religious totems (the recovered pieces of 
“spirit trees,” a precursor of modern-day 
wind chimes, and the sculpted birds, feath¬ 
ers and ornaments that would have hung 
from its branches). The micro-car-sized 
bronze masks also suggest worship; Mask 
With Protruding Eyes’ bulging Tex Avery 
orbs, visage-width grin and gargantuan 
jug ears cuts an imposing figure. There’s 
conjecture the people of Jinsha and Sanx¬ 
ingdui worshiped the sun (wheel-shaped 
objects minus any wheeled vehicles, eye 
sculptures that vaguely resemble Illumi¬ 
nati symbols or space ships if given a for¬ 
giving side eye), but to make things even 
more confusing, there’s also plenty of evi¬ 
dence suggesting they worshipped com¬ 
posite animal/human deities, believing (as 


did other ancient people) that powerful 
animal imagery warded off evil. Fragment 
of Figure With Human Body and Bird’s Feet 
is a bronze human form that transmogri¬ 
fies into a bird, its predator talons gripping 
the head of another bird that looks vaguely 
as if it’s also part snake. Likewise, Mask of 
Human-Animal Composite Creature is a 
sturdy mask with a sizable elephant horn/ 
trunk rigidly rising between its two eyes. 

Despite the best efforts of historians and 
scholars, the secrets of the people of Sanx¬ 
ingdui vanished when their civilization 
did. Survivors migrated to Jinsha before 
that society also collapsed, and we’re not 
even sure why that happened. Drought, 
disease, flooding and climate change 
are all possibilities, but in the search for 
answers, looking to the empty hands of 
the statue at the exhibition’s entrance 
seems the smartest idea to me... and as 
perfect a metaphor as possible for those 
of us attending the exhibition. Hope for 
an answer, grasping onto nothing but air, 
despite how glorious and mysterious that 
air may be.

The Lonely Midnight Life of DJ Quik 

The West Coast rap legend struggles to not be strangled by his roots

I n the conventional rap narrative, a 
star is born in the hood, then over¬ 
comes his circumstances to achieve 
fame and wealth beyond his dreams. 
But he’s then confronted with a choice: 
Does he remain of the hood? Sure, he can 
afford to buy a nice house in the Valley, and 
he’d be foolish not to. But how often does 
he come back home? Is he looking out for 
his former crewmates? Is he still enmeshed 
in their struggles and drama? Both benefac¬ 
tor and compatriot, he’s expected to save 
them from drowning and simultaneously 
swim his way to a gold medal. 

No one knows this better than DJ Quik. 
The Compton-bred production wizard 
has been Tupac’s engineer, Dr. Dre’s beat 
sous chef, a wanted man in the Biggie 
Smalls murder and a platinum rapper. 
Emerging from the scarlet flag-waving 
Centennial High, he was the first rapper 
from the Bloods gang to climb all the way 
to the top of the mountain—or at least the 
top of Woodland Hills, where he main¬ 
tains a home. 

Today, he parks on 132nd Street, on 
Compton’s northwest side, in his black 
Porsche Panamera, stepping out in a 
black-and-yellow polo shirt and braids, 
looking fit and trim. Emerging from 
the car with him, in a cloud of cigarette 
smoke, is rapper Tweed Cadillac, known 
for his early-’90s group Penthouse Play¬ 
ers Clique, which was signed to Eazy-E’s 
Ruthless Records. 

We’re meeting at Quik’s niece’s house, 
which is not far from where Quik grew up. 
Tweed is helping to paint the bathroom; it 
appears to be a favor trade, allowing Quik 
to help out his family and perhaps also 
Tweed, the man Quik credits with discov¬ 
ering him. (Tweed also appears on Quik’s 
new song “Broken Down.”) 

For subject and journalist, meanwhile, 
the setting keeps the story grounded in 
its proper context. Quik hasn’t been able 
to pull away from Compton, even if he’s 
wanted to. It’s one thing to remain true 
to your roots—Quik’s have threatened to 
strangle him, thanks to a series of compli¬ 
cated family crises. 

In 2006, he spent months in solitary 
confinement for assaulting his sister, 
whom he says convinced her children 
to extort money from him. In May 2013, 
Quik’s daughter, Davieanna Marlena 
Blake, was arrested in Phoenix in the 
death of her 2-year-old son. Also arrested 
was the boy’s father, Darnell Moses Alva¬ 
rez, who allegedly badly beat the child 
after he wet the bed. According to court 
documents, each has been indicted on 
one count of first-degree murder and 
two counts of felony child abuse; they are 


scheduled to go to trial in October 2015. 
It’s a capital case, meaning they could 
receive the death penalty. 

Quik won’t talk about the situation, 
other than to proclaim his daughter’s inno¬ 
cence. But this and other personal chaos 
affected his new album, The Midnight Life. 
The youngest of 10 kids, he has long been 
in a whirlwind of kin and associates who 
alternately plead for and demand his affec¬ 
tions, material and otherwise. 

But he’s had enough. “I started saying 
no,” he explains. 

Equally important was eliminating 
the circus atmosphere in his studio. 

With all due respect to musicians who 
do their best work while associates flirt, 
guffaw and get drunk near expensive 
mixing boards, Quik’s no longer having 
that. During the recording of his last two 
critically acclaimed albums, The Book of 
David and BlaQKout (with Kurupt), there 
were too many hangers-on. “I hate moth¬ 
erfuckers in the studio,” he says. “The 
setting now is as sterile as a fucking hard- 
drive factory.” 

Even the title The Midnight Life reflects 
his desire to be alone. “That’s the best 
time for making music and drinking,” he 
says in the album’s press materials. “It’s 


quiet, especially if you’re in a recording 
studio. You can hear everything, and you 
know everybody’s asleep.” 

The exquisitely tuned new work, 
recorded at Burbank recording studio 
Little Big Room, is in many ways clas¬ 
sic Quik, featuring his goopy, guacamole 
sound and lascivious lyrics. (“I got a fine 
groupie girl/Eyes like a raccoon/Pussy so 
good/She deserves some damn balloons,” 
he raps on “Fuck All Night.”) 

But it nonetheless represents a depar¬ 
ture in his standard operating procedure, 
both in the way it was made (recorded 
on tape) and the way it’s being released— 
independently, on his own dime. Royalties 
from gangsta-era works such as 1991’s Quik 
Is the Name pay his property taxes, but, “to 
be honest, I haven’t made any money off 
records since, like, 2003,” he says. 

He hopes to change that with this new 
album, which has a modest promotional 
budget and features such associates as 
Suga Free and Mack 10, not to mention 
production work by his son David Blake 
Jr. on standout track “That Getter.” 

That song castigates those who don’t 
possess his relentless drive. “Mother¬ 
fuckers in my neighborhood grew up 
to be nothing,” he raps. “I went around 


the world stuntin’/They still there doing 
nothing.” He says he hopes some of them 
hear it and realize, “Hey, I’m the slacker 
Quik is talking about!” 

At the same time, Quik feels oddly 
stung by his own naysayers. He complains 
at length about a review of “Trapped 
on the Tracks” on the website Complex 
earlier this year that was actually mostly 
complimentary. He devotes equal time to 
Twitter trolls, who have gone after him, 
his daughter and his work. 

Everything seems to be coming to a 
head all at once. And while imparting wis¬ 
dom, getting one’s money right and firm¬ 
ing up one’s legacy are standard middle- 
aged concerns, it all takes on new urgency 
for a 44-year-old in hip-hop, a culture in 
which elder statesmen are expected to 
stay relevant to children who still watch 
Saturday-morning cartoons. 

Back at his niece’s house, Quik muses 
about the struggle between sticking to his 
artistic guns and trying to stay “relevant” 
and well-paid in today’s climate. “I’m still 
helping the new rappers, the new Califor¬ 
nia movement, and I did some pretty sig¬ 
nificant records that do pay me,” he says. 
“Am I wealthy? I believe I’m wealthy; I’m 
just not rich.” 

If he were, say, a bluesman, The Mid¬ 
night Life might simply show him pushing 
sonic boundaries, maybe offering new 
material for adoring crowds overseas. 
Instead, it’s practically another audition. 

“I want to be respected for my prowess 
as a musician and engineer,” he says. “I’m 
showing my ability to paint pictures with 
music, using music as the colors.” 

That he can do this better than nearly 
anybody should be obvious; that it’s not 
is a little tragic. Witness the effervescent 
jams “Quik’s Groove 9” and “Bacon’s 
Groove” (featuring his longtime collabo¬ 
rator, Robert “Fonksta” Bacon): They’re 
muscle-flexing masterworks, as satisfying 
as they are indispensable. 

In the end, that is how Quik maintains 
his edge. He knows deep down that evolv¬ 
ing means leaving some people behind. 
Nearly 25 years into his career, DJ Quik 
has finally surrendered to the music 
entirely; his family, his material concerns 
and the younger generations are just going 
to have to chill. 

“I still hear real creative music,” he 
says. “It’s never going to go away.... I got 
the music disease.”

Red Hair 

Speaking to the voice behind vox

ronounced wohks (and usu¬ 
ally spelled all lowercase), 
vox is the new moniker of 
Los Angeles-based musician 
Sarah Winters, who possesses the vocal 
inflections of Imogen Heap with the quiet 
forcefulness of Lorde—minus the pseudo- 
pop-Goth vibe. Winters caught our ear 
with her melodic covers of Kendrick 
Lamar’s “Swimming Pools” and Usher’s 
“D J Got Us Failin’ in Love.” Her talent 
impressed Yoni Wolf, the lead singer of 
Why?, enough to add her to his band as 
a keyboardist and opening act on a year¬ 
long international tour. We recently talked 
with the 23-year-old Internet sensation 
about her forthcoming debut EP, Put the 
Poison In Me. 

OC WEEKLY; What happened to transition 
you into your new sound and persona? 

VOX: Well, the reasons I decided to take 
on a stage name are many, but the most 
important thing for me was being able to 
create a character and persona because I 
feel like there are limitations to keeping 
your name. [As Sarah Winters], people 
think you’re going to be a singer/song- 
writer; they think it’s going to be pop 
music. They don’t think you’re going to 
have a band, so I felt like I could do a lot 
more with a stage name. 

What will your EP sound like—are you 
leaning more toward electronic music now? 
It’s not quite done, but it’s very close. 

Two of the songs are more acoustic. One 
of them is an a cappella intro song that 
we recorded in a tunnel in LA—just raw. 
It’s got a crazy sound. The other one is 
a song we recorded in my apartment on 
this miniature piano I have; it’s just piano 
and vocals, and that one is also very raw. 
And then the other side of the EP is more 
pop and electronic. I think it’s me still 
figuring out how to merge those two 
worlds together. 

Who or what kind of music are you influ¬ 
enced by? 

I’ve always really been influenced by hip- 
hop. I am a big lover of lyrics, and growing 
up, I did listen to singer/songwriter folk 
stuff, but hip-hop was always the other 
genre. Throughout my life, there would 
be “something else” and hip-hop. I feel 
like that’s where my new stuff is rooted, 
especially in the rhythmic sense with 
the really interesting drum sounds my 
producers were able to put on the tracks. 
It’s me plus hip-hop instrumentation—as 
close as I can get. I just like the flow of 
music. Right now, I’ve been listening to a

lot of Kendrick Lamar, Rome Fortune and 
this guy from Chicago called Lucky X. 
How did you develop your vocal style? 

It came to me late in the game. I went 
through college, earning a vocal minor, 
and almost never found the right vocal 
style for me. My vocal teachers encour¬ 
aged me to go toward more of a jazz 
sound—which I had never really listened 
to or sung before—and I feel like that was 
what [taught] me to be intense in the qui¬ 
etness. I never felt like I had the volume 
behind my singing voice, and so being able 
to still deliver intensity while singing qui¬ 
etly was a difficult thing to discover. 
Two-part final question: Are you a natural 
redhead? 

I am. 

Do you often feel you are compared to Tori 
Amos and Regina Spektor because of your 
hair color? 

Yes. It’s really interesting just being a 
female in music. A lot of the industry is 
dominated by men, and the media does 
like to say all female musicians are the 
same. I’ll read these articles about some¬ 
one, and I’ll think, “why are they compar¬ 
ing this woman to this other woman?” 
Because the only similarity is they’re both 
female. Redheads are rare, so I will defi¬ 
nitely get compared to other ones.

Pop-Punk 
Ear Candy 

Y ou've probably heard this one before: Punk 
band accrues a cult following. As their 
chops outgrow the inherent simplicity of their 
chosen genre, discord is sown among their fans. 
Some decry expansive efforts as selling out, 
while others applaud the growth. When you hear 
One High Fives anthemic stomp, it's clear the 
Long Beach band knew exactly what they aimed 
to make. Through a perfect organ riff, horn fill 
or hand-clap breakdown, classic rock and punk 
fervor become seamless. At its center is singer/ 
songwriter David Sauer, with whom we caught 
up following One High Five's latest video shoot. 

OC WEEKLY; What shoot did you just conclude? 
DAVID SAUER: It's for a new song called "Fear 
of Failure." We're doing a kind of live album. It 
was great: cut my lip open, rocked and rolled. 

Tell me about the album. One of myall-time favor¬ 
ites is Nighthawks At the Diner by Tom Waits. It's 
hard to think of many others that were recorded 
live in the studio. How'd it come about? 

I've had this great music studio/office space for 
the past 10 years. To honor the studio and the 
time spent there, I thought, "Let's make an album 
and throw it together in its last couple of weeks 
and honor the place we were born as a group." 
Going back to One High Fives beginnings, you 
really laid it out there with your influences from 
NOFX to ELO. What informed the decision to 
forge your sound out of these elements? 

To me, it's all [about] ear candy. It's the stuff I 
grew up with and the stuff I developed my per¬ 
sonal taste for. It's a weird thing to come about, 
settling on a [single] genre or multiples. The 
whole idea of "indie punk rock roll" came from 
talking to this guy about genres, and he was like, 
"You're too rock & roll to cater to the punk rock 
people. But too punk rockto call yourself an indie 
band." Ever since then, to showcase what we 
are in the briefest, easiest form, it's "indie punk 
rock roll."

I understand you performed in China. That's a 
long way from the LBC. 

I played some acoustic shows. I bought a nice 
acoustic electric over there; it was a Fender 
Malibu. I enjoyed the irony of playing a Malibu 
guitar in China. Hong Kong was super-welcom¬ 
ing. I heard that most of the music they play in 
restaurants over there are covers, so a couple 
of weeks wasn't enough time for me to really 
delve into their local scene. But the other bands 
I played with were amazing. They would sing a 
song in Chinese and the next song in English. The 
type of rock & roll from the heart they were play¬ 
ing ... loud and fast... It was good. 

Speaking of which, I hear One High Five's cov¬ 
ered fellow Long Beachers Fartbarf. 

They're a wonderful synth punk kind of band. I 
considerthem staples in the community, and I 
look up to them in terms of what they've done 
and how they present themselves. We've been 
playing with some different variations of "Pan¬ 
opticon," off their latest album. I wanted to cover 
that song because it's so different from what One 
High Five do. I thought it would be fun to work 
out the parts, take some synths,turn them into 
guitars, and see where that takes us as a group 
as we learn to write and take more from one 
another. It's a cool way for us to honor a band 
and a good way for us to grow. I think that's a 
really good combination of things you can do.
